,  Big  In  thiB  year  1917  A.  D.  than  ever  prayed 
before,  and  Hla  people  are  praying  more  often 
and  more  earnestly.  And  yet  we  have  not  yet 
,  attained.  There  must  be  a  larger  attendance  at 
prayer  meeting,  longer  hours  spent  In  ronfes- 
!  sloh  »nd  supplication,  more  bending  of  the  knees 
before  God,  more  prostrating  ourselves  in  the 
dust  before  Him.  Let  us  pray  for  forgiveness 
of  sin,  for  cleansing,  for  fitness  for  service;  let 
us  pray  for  our  young  men  that  they  shall  be 
delivered  from  sin  and  that  the  motives  which 
control  them  shall  be  the  upholding  of  the  stand¬ 
ard  of  Justice  and  righteousness;  let  us  pray 
that  God  may  preserve  them  for  further  use 
in  His  kingdom,  and  that  victory  may  come  to 
our  arms  if  It  please  God,  because  we  fight  In  a 
righteous  cause.  Like  Cromwell  and  Stonewall 
Jackson,  they  will  fight  best  who  pray  best

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EDITORIAL. 


TRAINING  CITIZENSHIP. 


This  is  written  yrholly  from  the  point  of 
view  of  Christian  citizenship,  and  the  Chris¬ 
tian  point  of -view  must  of  course  be  gotten 
from  the  Bible  and  more  specifically  from 
the  teaching  and  example  of  Christ.  This 
must  be  and  is  the  point  of  view  of  the 
Christian  on  any  arid  every  subject  and  duty 
whatsoever.  “Whatsoever  ye  do.  in  word 
or  in  deed,  do  all  in  the  name  of  the  Ixjrd 
•Jesus.”  There  is  plenty  to  guide  us  in  the 
(took  with  reference  to  the  obligations  of 
citisenahip  and  to  t|iis  it  is  well  that  we  take 
heed,  for  it  seems  jtist  now  that  it  is  a  lamp 
shining  in  a  dark  place,  until  the  day  dawn 
and  the  day  star  of,  a  better  era  arise  in  our 
hearts.  |  ~  *- 

This  condition  and  this  article  about  it  are 
produeeil  by  the  uituHiial  events  of  the  past 
few  mouths,  and  mjore  particularly  the  agi¬ 
tation  that  was  precipitated  by  the  carrying 
out  of  the  selective  draft.  You  never  know 
how  much  dust  is  in  the  house  till  you  begin 
to  sweep,  and  you  never  know  how  much 
oiling,  cleaning  aud  repairing  the  machine 
needs  till  yon  begin  to  run  it.  In  this  ease 
it  was  an  obi  house  that  evidently  needed, 
cleaning,  and  a  new  machine  that  will  need 
a  good  deal  of  oiling  and  adjusting.  It  is 
not  surprising  that  in  a  country  as  big  as 
mint,  with  a  population  as  diverse  as  ours 
and  u  liberty  as  large  as  ours,  that  there 
should  develop  some  friction  and  opposition 
to  action  taken  by  Congress  or  the  Presi¬ 
dent  for  the  common  weal.  Perhaps  the  sur¬ 
prise  is  that  there  should  be  so  much  una¬ 
nimity  ami  sneh  success  in  carrying  through 
important  and  unprecedented  measures  for 
the  security  of  the  nation. 

But  hack  more  specifically  to  the  justifying 
of  national  distinefirius  ami  the  resultant  ob¬ 
ligations  of  citizenship.  It  would  seem  that 
the  very  nature  and  necessities  of  the  race 
would  make  clear  to  everybody  who  thinks 
a'  all  that  national  tynit.s  are  a  necessity  to 
the  existence  and  development  of  the  race 
and  the  individual.  The  idea  of  every. man 
for  himself  and  the  megathosaurus  get  the 
hindmost  may  do  for  the  original  cave 
dweller,  but  his  progeny  is  long  ago  extinct. 
There  must  be  unity,  fellowship  and  eo-op- 


eratiou  for  the  preservation  of  the  species, 
not  to  speak  of  its  higher  development,  and 
production  of  the  finer  qualities  of  the  indi¬ 
vidual.  In  our  day  there  is  a  disposition  in 
some  quarters  to  substitute  the  class  unit 
for  the  uational  unit,  the  tendency  to  or¬ 
ganize  particular  groups  of  people  over 
against  each  other  till  the  common  good  is 
lost  sight  of  or  actually  thrown  to  the  winds. 
This  shows  in  various  unions  or  corporations 
that  become  nation-wide  anil  seek  sometimes 
to  become  world  wide  The  I.  W.  W.  (In¬ 
ternational  Workers  of  the  World)  is  the 
highest  development  of  this  idea  at  present, 
whose  chief  occupation  seems  to  be  not  in¬ 
dustry  but  destruction.  This  is  the  tendency 
and  the  probable  final  issue  of  all  simply 
class  organizations  founded  upon  self-inter¬ 
est  and  confined  to  those  of  similar  occupa¬ 
tions.  They  may  and  do  serve  a  useful  pur¬ 
pose,  but  they  have  their  limitations  and 
must  he  held  secondary  to  the  higher  motive 
of  the  common  good,  the  good  of  the  whole, 
without  distinction  of  class  or  condition.  The 
narrowing  effect  of  the  class  spirit  soon  be¬ 
comes  evident  in  suspicion  and  bitterness  to 
all  outside. 

Again,  back  to  the  Book.  When  God  had 
a  great,  a  world-wide  and  heaven-high  pur¬ 
pose  to  carry  out  lie  ehose  to  do  it  through 
a  nation,  not  simply  a  family  or  a  race,  but 
a  nation.  He  sai  l  to  Abraham,  “I  will  make 
<  f  thee  a  great  nation.”  Of  Sarah  He  said, 
she  shall  he  a  mother  of  nations.  God  car¬ 
ried  out  His  purpose  by  establishing  Israel 
in  the  laud  of  Canaan,  giving  them  a  local 
habitation  and  civil  institutions  and  laws. 
The  laws  of  Moses  were  intended  for  a  na¬ 
tion  and  when  their  national  existence  was 
destroyed  by  the  Romans,  the  laws  of  Moses 
were  never  again  enforced,  nor  any  effort 
made  to  carry  them  into  effect.  This  is  not 
simply  God’s  plan  with  reference  to  Israel 
but  “He  made  of  one  every  nation  of  men  to 
dwell  on  all  the  face  of  the  earth,  having 
determined  their  appointed  seasons,  and  the 
hounds  of  their  habitation.”  National  exis¬ 
tence  with  definite  boundaries  is  God’s  law 
for  men.  National  existence  means  national 
laws  and  institutions  and  common  interests 
and  fellowship  and  obligations. 

In  this  last  is  where  the  necessity  for 
training  in  citizenship  begins.  Many  are 
willing  lo  rejoice  in  the  possession  of  the 
benefits  of  citizenship  who  are  slow  to  rec¬ 
ognize  any  obligations  of  citizenship.  In¬ 
deed  we  are  so  accustomed  to  the  blessings 
of  citizenship  in  this  country  that  we  are 
apt  to  think  of  them  as  ready-made  and 
handed  down  from  heaven,  or  sprung  up 
from  the  earth,  born  without  father  or 
nfother  and  being  without  beginning  of  days 
or  end  of  time  A  little  study  of  the  subject 
or  of  history  will  convince  the  most  obdurate 
that  our  citizenship  is  not  self-born  nor  self- 
preserved.  This  is  still  a  laud  with  a  his¬ 
tory,  the  land  “where  our  fathers  died,”  and 
many  of  them  not  in  bed  but  on  the  field  of 
battle  with  a  gun  in  their  hand  and  to  pur¬ 
pose  to  make  a  home  for  their  children  where 
they  could  work  out  their  own  salvation. 
One  of  these  founders  of  the  republic  was 
wont  to  say  that  “Eternal  vigilance  is  the 
price  of  liberty.” 


The  man  who  is  willing  to  enjoy  all  the 
benefits  of  citizenship  without  willingness  to 
share  its  responsibilities  is  not  only  unwor¬ 
thy  of  the  name  of  citizen  hut  is  less  than 
a  man  Jesus  fulfilled  every  obligation  of 
citizenship  submitting  to  the  laws,  support¬ 
ing  the  government  and  teaching  His  disci¬ 
ples  and  His  enemies  to  do  so.  The  latter 
thought  He  would  he  afraid  to  speak  out  on 
that  point  because  the  government  was  not 
popular,  but  he  unhesitatingly  called  for  a 
coin  on  which  wes  Caesar’s  image,  and  told 
them  by  this  token  to  render  to  the  govern 
ment  the  obeidenee  that  w’as  due  it.  For  a 
century  we  have  now  enjoyed  and  profited 
by  the  possession  of  American  citizenship.  If 
it  is  the  teaching  of  Jesus  that  it  is  more 
blessed  to  give  than  to  receive,  we  shall  obey 
Him  by  transmitting  to  coming  generations 
unimpaired,  nay  in  larger  measure  the  ad¬ 
vantages  which  American  ideals  and  institu¬ 
tions  have  brought  to  us.  None  are  worthy 
of  its  benefits  who  have  come  from  other 
lands,  if  they  are  not  willing  to  suffer  for 
their  perpetuation.  None  who  are  horn  of  a 
previous  generation  of  Americans  ought  to 
claim  kin  with  their  fathers,  if  they  are  un¬ 
willing  to  give  themselves  and  their  sub¬ 
stance  to  the  common  good.  There  is  great 
need  of  an  awakening  of  the  sense  of  obli¬ 
gation  and  it  is  coming.  There  may  be  a 
few  who  seek  the  benefits  without  sharing 
the  dangers  and  hardships,  but  the  Chris¬ 
tian  attitude  of  sacrifice  for  the  good  of  the 
world  will  prevail  and  the  world  will  be 
purged  with  its  baptism  of  fire. 


THREE  FACTORS  IN  REWARDS. 


Matthew,  more  perhaps  than  any  of  the 
other  evangelists,  gives  us  the  logical  rather 
than  the  chronological  arrangement  of  ma¬ 
terial  in  the  life  of  Jesus.  He  does  not  ar¬ 
range  his  proof  in  syllogisms,  nor  mark  his 
diversions  firstly,  secondly,  etc.,  hut  he 
bunches  his  arguments  for  the  Messiahship 
of  Jesus  so  ns  to  produce  the  conviction  by 
this  cumulative  method.  Whether  he  did 
this  consciously  and  premeditatedly  or  not, 
it  doesn  t  matter,  hut  the  Spirit,  who  uses 
great  variety  in  His  work;  thus  directed 
Matthew,  who  massed  his  artillery  batteries 
of  miracle,  concentrated  his  infantry  attacks 
of  parables  and  drove  home  the  truth  by 
rapid  cavalry  marches  of  narrative  till 
doubt  ami  op|Hisition  are  driven  from  the 
field. 

This  same  method,  which  he  uses  to  dem¬ 
onstrate  the  Messiahship  of  Jpsus,  is  also 
seen  in  setting  forth  special  truths  in  the 
kingdom.  For  example,  that  rewards  in  the 
service  of  Christ  are  determined  by  three 
considerations  is  shown  by  a  narrative  and 
a  parable  in  the  nineteenth  and  twentieth 
chapters.  These  three  are  the  amount  of 
work  done  or  sacrifice  made  for  the  kingdom, 
the  spirit  in  which  it  is  done  and  the  sov¬ 
ereign  will  of  God  for  whom  it  is  done.  The 
teaching  begins  with  the  rich  young  ruler 
who  came  to  ask  of  Jesus  what  he  must  do 
to  inherit  eternal  life.  Jesus  bade  him 
finally  give  all  he  had  to  the  poor  and  fol¬ 
low  Him.  This  he  was  unwilling  to  do,  and 
went  away  sorrowful.  The  disciples  then 
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through  Peter  put  in  a  claim  for  what  was 
coming  to  them  for  having  left  all  to  follow 
Him.  Jesus  told  them  they  should  indeed  be 
rewarded  for  1 1) i s  by  being  put  on  thrones 
to  judge  the  twelve  tribes  of  Israel.  Hut 
He  cautioned  tjiein  that  many  that  stood 
first  in  position;  in  opportunity  and  rank 
now  would  be  last  when  the  day  of  awards 
came  and  many  (not  all)  who  were  last 
now  would  be  fifst  then.  This  he  illustrates 
bv  the  parable  Of  the  laborers  hired  at  dif¬ 
ferent  hours  in  the  vineyard  who  were  paid 
the  same  at  the  and  of  the  day.  In  the  same 
chapter  (twentieth),  while  it  was  on  his 
mind,  .Matthew  flirther  gives  the  teaching  of 
Jesus  on  this  subject  by  telling  of  the  re¬ 
quest  of  James  aim!  John  to  be  given  places 
on  his  right  and  left  in  the  kingdom;  to 
which  Jesus  replies  by  saying  that  there  is 
work  and  suffering  ahead  for  those  who 
wish  that,  and  that  the  final  disposition  of 
the  matter  is  entirely  in  God’s  hands. 

These  things  make  it  evident  that  three 
conditions  go  info  the  determination  of  re¬ 
wards.  Let  it  baj  clear  that  the  Bible  makes 
it  clear  that  there  will  be  rewards,  that  is. 
that  each  one  shell  receive  Ht  last  according 
to  the  deeds  donq  in  his  body.  The  passages 
are  too  numerotti  and  too  plain  to  admit  of 
doubt  or  dispute,  on  that  point.  The  para« 
ble  of  the  vineyard  laborers  is  no  contradic¬ 
tion  of  that,  for  them  every  man  receives 
the  same  on  different  grounds.  We  are  to  be 
“steadfast,  immovable,  always  abounding  in 
the  work  of  the  ‘Lord,  knowing  that  our 
labor  is  not  in  vjain  in  the  laird.”  Even 
Jesus  for  the  joy  that  was  set  before  Him 
endured  the  cross.  All  of  the  saints  doubt¬ 
less  bad  respect  unto  the  recompense  of  re¬ 
ward.  These  things  ought  to  make  us  un¬ 
tiring  in  our  efforts  and  uncomplaining  in 
our  endurance  for  the  sake  of  the  kingdom. 
Jesus  said  of  certain  of  this  sort.  “Great  is 
your  reward  in  heaven.”  Argument  is  not 
needed  in  proof  of  this  condition  of  reward : 
but  surely  it  ought  to  be  taken  more  serious¬ 
ly  that  we  may  add  on  our  part  all  diligence. 

Hut  the  second  condition  of  reward  is  no 
less  necessary  and  influential  in  determin¬ 
ing  the  degree  of  blessedness  in  the  king¬ 
dom.  That  is  the  spirit  in  which  the  service 
was  rendered.  This  is  what  Peter  and  his 
fellow  disciples  needed  to  learn  and  what 
Jesus  was  at  special  pains  to  teach  them. 
This  is  the  motive  in  the  parable  of  the  vine¬ 
yard  laborers  which  Jesus  gave  to  show  that- 
some  of  the  very  first  according  to  outward 
rank  and  amount  of  labor  done  would  be 
last  in  the  esteem  of  the«Master  who  bestows 
the  awards.  It  was  to  show  this  and  if  pos¬ 
sible  to  prevent  it  that  this  parable  was  spok¬ 
en.  Jesus  did  not  wish  them  disappointed 
ns  some  of  them  were  sure  to  be  if  they  per¬ 
sisted  in  their  plan  of  bargain  and  sale,  so 
much  service  for  so  much  reward.  What  He 
wishes,  what  He  delights  in  is  the  ready,  joy¬ 
ous  free  service  that  comes  from  one  who 
can  truly  say.  “I  delight  to  do  thy  will,  O 
God,”  one  whose  very  reward  is  in  the  pleas 
nre  of  rendering  the  service,  who  asks  for 
nothing  better  than  the  privilege  of  service, 
to  whom  the  reward  is  within  and  not  with¬ 
out.  not  bestowed  at  the  end  but  breathed  in 
by  the  very  atmosphere  of  God’s  presence 
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and  favor.  He  will  get  most  who  asks  not 
“What  are  you  going  to  give  me!”  but 
“Lord,  what  can  I  do  for  you!” 

The  third  condition  is  the  sovereign  will 
of  God.  When  some  were  displeased  that 
others  had  gotten  as  much  as  they  had.  the 
master  of  the  house  answered.  “Have  1  not 
the  right  to  do  what  I  will  with  mine  ownf” 
God  will  do  nobody  injustice,  but  He  will 
remain  sovereign,  lie  alone  knows  finally 
what  is  good  and  right.  He  must  be  the 
judge  of  what  we  need,  of  what  is  good  for 
us.  and  where  we  are  needed,  and  the  place 
we  can  fill  most  satisfactorily.  The  govern¬ 
ment  in  the  selective  draft  claims  every  man 
from  21  to  ,‘11.  What  position  he  can  till  to 
best  advantage  is  for  the  government  to  de¬ 
termine.  So  Jesus  says  to  James  and  John 
who  hail  asked  for  sjieeinl  places:  “To  sit 
on  my  right  hand  and  on  mv  left  is  not 
mine  to  give  but  for  him  for  whom  it  is  pre¬ 
pared  by  my  Father  in  heaven.”  Surely  wc 
can  leave  that  matter  in  His  bauds,  prefer¬ 
ring  to  accept  IBs  judgment  to  risk  our  own. 
We  need  not  fear  but  that  He  will  be  entirely 
just  and  that  it  is  His  pleasure  to  be  gener¬ 
ous.  After  all  to  one  having  the  .Spirit  of 
Christ  our  joy  is  not  in  having  more  or  a 
better  place  than  some  one  else,  it  is  in  serv¬ 
ing  our  Lord  honored  and  enthroned,  and 
those  who  are  His  servants  and  our  fellow- 
servants  coming  into  the  largest  share  of  His 
love  and  grace. 

LET  US  REASON  TOGETHER. 

The  faith  of  Christ  is  not  a  system  of  phil¬ 
osophy  in  the  ordinary  sense  of  that  phrase, 
though  every  thoughtful  person  must  often 
be  struck  with  the  fact  that  the  teachings 
of  revealed  religion  conform  to  the  deepest 
philosophy  of  life  So  true  is  this  that  some 
preachers  and  religious  teachers  arc  prone 
to  make  their  ministry  a  merely  reasoned  out 
system  to  be  understood  and  adopted  in¬ 
stead  of  the  acceptance  of  the  person  aud 
authority  of  Jesus.  Hut.  without  going  to 
the  extreme  of  substituting  an  orderly  sys¬ 
tem  of  thought  for  faith  in  a  personal  Savior, 
we  may  yet  rejoice  that  the  teaching  and 
commandment  of  God  satisfy  the  soul’s 
strongest  intellectual  demands  and  answer 
the  minds  most  earnest  questionings.  For 
example  there  are  three  quests  of  the  mind 
that  the  Bible  in  large  measure  answers: 
one  with  reference  to  the  origin  of  things, 
another  as  to  the  way  we  nre  to  conduct  our¬ 
selves  in  this  present  world,  and  another  as 
to  the  final  issue  of  life  and  the  world  itself. 
The  first  finds  its  satisfaction  in  the  account 
in  Genesis  and  the  statement  in  Hebrews. 
‘‘By  faith  we  understand  that  the  worlds 
have  been  framed  by  tbe  word  of  God,  so 
that  what  is  seen  hath  not  been  made  out 
of  things  which  appear.”  The  second  finds 
its  answer  in  Haul’s  words  to  Titus,  which  is 
an  epitome  of  the  whole  volume  of  revela¬ 
tion:  “For  the  grace  of  God  hath  appeared, 
bringing  salvation  to  all  men  instructing  us 
to  the  intent  that  denying  ungodliness  and 
worldly  lusts,  we  should  live  soberly  and 
righteously  and  godly  in  this  present  world ; 
looking  for  the  blessed  hope  and  appearing 
of  the  great  God  and  our  Savior  Jesus 
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Christ.”  As  to  the  third,  the  fin^l  issue  of 
life  and  of  the  world:  the  rnmrfection  of 
Jeans  is  the  fulfillment  of  all  hi  •If  and  the 
guarantee  of  ajl  His  promise  amt  teaching 
The  program  which  the  Bible  outlines  for  the 
consummation  of  the  age.  tbe  return  of 
<  hrist,  the  destruction  of  the  wfe-ked  the 
new’  heavens  and  the  new  earth)  wherein 
dwelleth  righteousness,  these  tbMigs  leave 
nothing  to  be  desired  in  the  way  *f  satisfy 
iug  our  hope,  our  reason  or  our  infral  sense. 
It  may  be  truly  said  that  the  wholfc  teaching 
of  the  Bible  calls  forth  the  assent  taid  joyous 
approval  of  reason,  and  furniaheaithe  finest 
opportunity  for  its  continual  at#l  highest 
exercise. 

But  not  only  is  this  true,  but  there  is  no 
hope  for  the  religion  of  Jehovah. jof  Jesus, 
influencing  people  until  they  can  ijh  induced 
to  reason.  This  docs  not  mean  tljnt  a  man 
must  be  a  philosopher  to  beentmv  a  Chris 
tian.  nor  that  he  must  be  educated  to  be¬ 
come  strong  in  faith.  But  it  does  itcan  that 
his  ease  is  hopeless  until  his  mind  begins 
to  work.  Revealed  religion  is  not /for  inan¬ 
imate  nature,  nor  for  the  beasts  thht  perish 
but  for  people  who  think.  This  wins  stated 
by  Jesus  Himself:  “God  ia  siprit  jmnt  they 
that  worship  Him  must  worship  in  ipirit  and 
in  truth.”  Every  preacher  know#  that  he 
is  hopeless  of  rendering  help  unt)  he  gets 
the  attention  of  the  people,  until  they  really 
become  hearers,  until,  like  Lyiia.  their 
hearts  are  opened  to  attend  unto  tjie  things 
that  are  spoken.  It  is  easy  to  aavejpeoplr  if 
you  can  get  them  to  think.  How  ingny  times 
the  Lord  says  “llo!”  “Behold!”.  “Hark¬ 
en!”  Ifnw  many  times  in  the  gnlpela  and 
in  Revelation  you  read  “11c  that  hath  ears  to 
hear,  let  him  hear.”  Faith  comet h{  by  hear 
ing.  -  Not  only’  is  this  true  to  begin  Uic  Chris 
tian  life,  but  its  progress  depends  #|>on  and 
is  proportioned  to  tbe  amount  of  njnl  think¬ 
ing  we  put  into  our  walk  and  work^  It  will 
l.e  well  for  us  if  we  put  more  thought  into 
our  Christian  life  and  our  ministry  will  be 
effective  in  pro|N>rtion  as  we  givf  people 
something  to  think  about  and  induce  them 
to  reason!  But  not  all  thinking  i*  profits 
ble.  That  is  sure  of  bringing  the  fruits  of 
righteousness  which  answers  to  G  ori’a  invi¬ 
tation  to  “come  and  let  us  reason  together.” 

It  is  thinking  it  over  and  talking  it  over 
with  God  that  leads  to  removing  of  scarlet 
stains  and  a  soul  as  white  as  snow.)

Clinton  and  the  college  have  with  them 
as  guests  Mattery  K  of  the  first  field  ar¬ 
tillery  for  two  or  three  weeks.  In  this 
splendid  group  of  men,  more  than  200  .Mis¬ 
sissippi  College  students  form  a  large  part, 
but  not  so  many  as  at  first.  On  assembling, 
an  order  came  from  the  Secretary  of  War 
discharging  all  undergraduates.  Of  course, 
many  of  these  were  drafted  and  had  to  re- 
enlist,  but  the  college  authorities  urged  all 
who  could  to  complete  their  college  course, 
for  college  men  will  be  needed  more  now 
than  ever  in  the  history  of  our  country. 
Many  of  those  who  were  released  therefore 
will  enter  college  on  September  12th. 

May  I  not  urge  the  pastors  to  set  aside 
one  service  within  the  next  three  weeks  to 
preach -on  the  future  demands  which  will  fu¬ 
made  on  college  men  and  the  absolute  ne¬ 
cessity  of  those  who  are  to  remain  out  of 
the  army  to  use  their  time  to  the  fullest 
advantage.  Then,  of  course,  Christian  edu¬ 
cation  should  he  stressed  as  never  before. 
Try  by  every  means  |iossible  to  eradicate  the 
idea  that  the  war  is  an  excuse  to  relax  in 
educational  work,  but  efforts  should  he  re¬ 
doubled.  Keep  our  boys  in  college.  The 
forms  will  be  maintained.  If  our  colleges 
suffer  the  best  and  highest  we  have  is 
wounded.  Fathers  and  mothers,  let  me 
urge  upon  yon  that  you  give  first  considera¬ 
tion  to  your  boy  or  girl.  Teachers,  preach¬ 
ers  and  specialists  are  needed  badly,  ami 
if  the  war  continues  long,  the  demand  will 
become  acute.  Hire  a  cheap  man  to  take 
y°ur  place  at  the  plow  and  fit  yourself  for 
tin-  great  things  required  of  you,  young 
man.  Mississippi  College  has  done  well  in 
getting  her  boys  who  were  compelled  to  go 
to  war  in  an  artillery  unit  and  hII  together, 
hut  now  that  that  is  settled  let  our  young 
men  not  in  the  ranks  do  their  duty. 

Several  of  our  professors  will  he  in  the 
field  during  the  next  few  weeks  and  we  are 
always  glad  to  help  any  one  toward  n 
higher  and  better  life.  Cordially
